ORDINANCE NO. +“/3-04

AN ORDINANCE ANNEXING CERTAIN
PROPERTY BORDERING THE SOUTHEASTERN BOUNDARY
OF THE CITY LIMITS OF THE CITY
OF THE CITY OF PLEASUREVILLE, KENTUCKY.

BE IT HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE CITY COMMISSION OF THE
CITY OF PLEASUREVILLE, KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS:
